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Foreword 


The objective of the Federal Records Centres Division, Records Management Branch of the Public 
Archives of Canada, is to provide effective, efficient, economical storage and management of general 
subject records on behalf of all qualified federal government institutions. 


A network of records centres has been established in principal cities across Canada to service general 
subject records in low-cost storage space and filing equipment. Departments and agencies are 
encouraged to use these facilities. 


This guide has been prepared to assist client departments and agencies in making optimum use of the 
federal records centres. It provides detailed information about records transfers, reference services 
and the eventual disposition of all records within the division's custody. 


| Introduction 


Extracts from Administrative Policy Manual (Chapter 460) 
.6.3 Federal Records Centres 


Each government institution should, when practical, store its dormant records in Public Archives 
federal records centres. 


Dormant records are to be interpreted as scheduled records to which reference is neither frequent 
nor urgent enough to warrant maintenance in relatively expensive records office space and 
equipment, yet which need to be retained at least two more years for administrative or operational 
reasons. 


Federal records centres store, protect, service and dispose of dormant records. Such records 
remain under the control of the institution sending them to any of the centres until disposal, when 
archival records are transferred to the control of the Public Archives, as directed in article .8.4. 


The Public Archives shall provide prompt reference service to institutions on dormant records 
stored in its federal records centres. 


“Prompt” is to be interpreted as meaning within a time frame indicated in the Public Archives 
handbook noted below or as negotiated with a given institution when a particular group of dormant 
records is sent to a centre. 


Security policy, as set forth in article .6.4, applies to all records centre operations. 


It is important to note that personnel records of former employees of government institutions and 
former members of the Canadian Armed Forces are not to be stored in federal records centres. 
These records are to be transferred to the control of the Public Archives as directed in article .10.9, 
and are to be stored in the National Personnel Records Centre. 


.6.5 Essential Records 


Each government institution shall identify its essential records and shall store and regularly update 
a set of these records at secure sites administered by the Public Archives. 


Essential records are those records of a government institution containing information which would 
be required in the event of an emergency. They comprise records which are essential: 


— for the conduct of survival operations; and 
—for re-establishing the organizational pattern, basic functions and responsibilities of govern- 
ment, and the basic rights of individuals and corporate bodies. 


The set of essential records required by this directive may comprise any combination of copies, 
synopses or extracts of the records concerned. 


It is important that the records manager of each institution work with the official responsible for 
emergency planning in that institution. 


Procedures and suggested practices respecting essential records are contained in the Emer- 
gency Planning Canada Document Guide to the Preservation of Essential Records. 


Functions of a Federal Records Centre 


The federal records centre exists to: 

— accession records from the various federal government offices located within its jurisdictional area; 
— store and safeguard accessioned records economically and efficiently; 

— prepare accurate descriptive finding aids; 


— provide a reference service for and limited research on records in its custody in accordance with 
access restrictions and limitations determined by the client department or agency; 


— dispose of records in accordance with approved records retention and disposal authorities after the 
appropriate authorization from the client institution has been obtained; and 


— provide assistance and guidance to government institutions by advising on records description, 
arrangement and disposition, by encouraging the fullest use of records centre facilities, and by 
conducting courses and seminars on records management.

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Il Accessioning and Description of Records 


Storage Criteria 


it 


All records must be covered by an authorized disposal schedule approved by the Dominion 
Archivist prior to being transferred to a records centre. 


2. Records must be organized in a logical sequence. 


3. Generally, records must have an activity rate of no more than one request per box, per month, per 


accession. 


. Only PARC type boxes may be used when transferring records to a centre. From time to time, special 


containers may be required for certain types of records. In such cases, clients should contact the 
chief of the respective centre for assistance and guidance prior to transfer. 


N.B. Records of ex-public servants (civilian, RCMP and military), including term and casual 


employees, are stored only at the National Personnel Records Centre, Ottawa. Arrangements for 
transfer may be made by contacting the Chief, Reference Services, 995-6161. 


Boxing of Records 


he 


To maximize efficiency in use of storage space, a standard-size box only is used (length 381 mm, 
width 289 mm, height 254 mm). Such containers are available from Supply and Services Canada 
(catalogue number 8115-21-901-7400). For special storage requirements, contact the chief of the 
respective centre. 


2. The bottoms of the boxes must be sealed with paper tape. 


3. The records must be packed upright in a logical filing sequence with folder labels, file titles, file 


a 


numbers, etc. facing up. The boxes should not be packed so tightly as to hinder reference and 
cause damage to the records. Where certain files cannot be forwarded with the accession (i.e., files 
are charged out to a user within the client department) sufficient space should be allowed for later 
interfiling in the appropriate box. 


. The top flaps of the boxes must be interfolded when the transfer is being done by aPARC vehicle or a 


vehicle of the client department within the metropolitan areas of the records centre. When the boxed 
records are being shipped via commercial carrier, all top and bottom flaps should be sealed with 
tape. 


Advice in boxing records can be provided by the local records centre. 


N.B.: The packing and transfer of security classified records must conform to the security policies and 


principles contained in the booklet Security of Information in the Public Service of Canada. 


Marking of Boxes (see Figures A-1 to A-4)

All information should be printed on the narrow face of the box with a black wide-tipped felt magic 
marker. Printing should be well spaced and neat. 


The name of the client department or agency and the description of the record group or primary 
heading should be identified on the top left-hand corner of the first and last boxes only. 


3. Secondary, tertiary and quaternary groupings are marked underneath the primary heading on the 
first and last boxes. The date range is marked on all boxes after the last heading or sub-heading, as 
applicable. 


4. The records centre expects records to be logically organized, for example: 


— if they are organized geographically, the records centre expects all groups to be in geographical 
sequence; 


— if they are organized by subject, these subjects must be organized alphabetically. 
5. Boxes are to be numbered consecutively in the upper right-hand corner for each accession. 


6. The first and last file for each box is to be recorded in the centre on the narrow face of the box. 
Printing identifying the files should be at least 2.5 cm high. 


Transfer of Records 

With the transfer of any accession, a covering memo or a telephone call confirmed by a memo should 
be sent to the respective centre outlining the following: 
— number of boxes, 

— transferring department or agency, 

—name and address of owner, 

— location of records, 

— security classification of records, 

— persons with access (maximum of three), 

— equipment and floor space released, 

— disposal authority, 

—method of transport, and 

— subject matter of record groups. 


After the centre receives the memo, the accessions unit will contact the client to give pick-up/delivery 
instructions. 


When the pick-up is done by a federal records centre, it is the responsibility of the client to ensure that 
records are placed in an area from which they can easily be loaded onto a PARC vehicle during normal 
hours of work. 


All records that are to be transferred to a centre must be shipped pre-paid by the client, except in cases 
where a PARC vehicle has been dispatched. 


Records Transfer Forms and Records Finding Aids 


It is the responsibility of each federal records centre to provide accurate detailed listings of all records 
transferred to its custody. 


Every list is forwarded to the client, and serves three purposes: 


1. Itis a receipt for the range and volume of files forwarded to the records centre. However, it cannot be 
considered a receipt for each and every file within a stated range, since the files may not have been 
received in an unbroken series at the time of accession. 


2. It facilitates rapid location and reference of records transferred to a centre (see Chapter |II). 


3. Itis acontrol factor for accession and disposition purposes for each group of records transferred toa 
centre. 


Records centres will forward two completed Records Transfer forms (See Figure B) and two completed 
Records Finding Aid forms (see Figure C) to the client. The custodian or records manager must sign 
and return the originals after verifying them for accuracy. Distribution of any copies within the client 
distribution is the responsibility of the custodian noted on the transfer form. 


Amendments to Records Transfer Forms and Records Finding Aids 


From time to time, it may be necessary to amend existing shelf lists because of relocation of the records 
group, changes in personnel who have access, changes in address, changes in disposal data, etc. 
Only those pages requiring changes will be reproduced and forwarded to the client, with an explana- 
tory note. Outdated copies should be destroyed by the client on receipt of the amended copy. 


It is imperative that all requests for amendments be timely and in writing, particularly in cases where 
deletions or additions to authorized personnel are concerned.

Access to Information 


As owner of the records, the client department decides who shall be allowed to see them, under what 
conditions reference and research is to be permitted, and how the resulting knowledge of the content of 
the records is to be used. All records centres rigidly enforce these restrictions on access on behalf of 
client institutions. Records or information will not be supplied to persons other than those whose names 
appear in Section 9 of the “Records Transfer” form, unless written authorization outlining the details of 
access is given by these same persons. 


Procedure for Requesting Records 


Records may be requested by telephone (a maximum of ten per phone call) or mail, and in one records 
centre (Vancouver) by telex. In order to avoid duplication of workload when continually requesting large 
numbers of files, clients may be asked to complete “Control and Request” forms (see Figure D) rather 
than supply lists of requested files. A supply of these forms can be obtained from the respective centre.

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When requesting files, the following information is required: 

— the file number and/or name in full and the volume number, if applicable; 

— the PARC locator number or temporary number, in the case of a new accession; 
— the department, branch, division and person requesting the file; 

— the delivery address; and 


— the telephone number of the requestor. 


Use of Research Facilities 


Each records centre has research facilities where authorized researchers and clients may review large 
groups of records. An “Application for Use of Research Facilities’ (see Figure E) must be completed in 
order to protect access limitations on public records. These forms are available on request from each 
centre. 


Pick-up/Delivery 


Pick-up/delivery service is offered to clients located within the metropolitan area of the respective 
centre. Files are normally picked up at the same time that a requested file is delivered. Special 
arrangements for pick-up may be made by contacting the centre. For urgent requests, the client may 
pick up records on showing proper identification. 


Interfiles and Refiles 


An interfile is a record transferred to a records centre to be filed in an existing accession and that was 
not originally transferred at the time of accessioning. A refile is a file that has been returned to a records 
centre from loan out to a client. It is to be replaced in the appropriate accession within the records 
centre. 


All records sent to a centre for interfiling must have the locator number on the file cover. Records centre 
reference staff put the locator number on all requested files. 


If anew file cover is placed on a file, the client must write the PARC locator number on the new file cover.

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IV Disposal of Records 


Policy 


The word “disposal” refers to: 

1. the destruction of records; 

2. transferral of records to the Historical Resources Branch, PAC: 

3. transferral/return of records to the owner department; or 

4. transferral of records from the ownership of the Government of Canada. 


Records may not be destroyed or removed from the ownership of the Government of Canada without 
the concurrence of the Dominion Archivist. This is normally accomplished through a “Record Retention 
and Disposal Authority” (ARC 170) or a Treasury Board Minute. Each record destroyed by acentre must 
conform to the above. In addition, no disposal is made without the written concurrence of the owner 
department. Disposal services are offered to government institutions for all accessioned records stored 
within a centre, and all classified records housed within a client institution. Following are procedures for 
both accessioned and non-accessioned records. 


Accessioned Records 


To initial a disposal action, the records centre will send a concurrence letter to the client institution (see 
Figure F-2), which lists the records to be disposed of, the proposed action and the date of disposition. 


On receipt of this letter, the custodian of the records should 1) check its accuracy by ensuring that the 
PAC or TB authority quoted applies to the records listed, and 2) consult departmental users to confirm 
that the records are eligible for disposal. The custodian then must indicate his approval of the proposed 
disposal action by signing in the space provided and returning the letter to the centre. 


lf extraordinary circumstances dictate that a particular record or group of records must be retained for 
a longer period of time than is quoted on the approved record retention and disposal authority, then 
proper justification and a proposed B.F. date must be so noted on the concurrence letter. Under no 
circumstances should a complete accession be kept for the sake of a few files or for a part of an 
accession. 


When departmental concurrence is received, the records centre shall proceed with the disposal action 
in accordance with departmental instructions and established procedures. 


Non-Accessioned Records 


A non-accessioned record is any record that has not been transferred into the controlled guardianship 
of a Public Archives records centre for economic storage and service. 


All records centres will destroy non-accessioned records security classified as confidential on behalf of 
all federal government institutions. The Edmonton and Ottawa Federal Records Centres have the 
facilities to destroy records classified up to the secret and top secret levels respectively, including 
microfilms and tapes. In addition, the Halifax and Winnipeg Records Centres have the capability to 


destroy microfilm and magnetic tape at the confidential security levels, using shredders that turn this 
material into dust particles. 


When requesting this type of disposal, a “Request for Non-Accessioned Disposal” form (see Figure G) 
must be completed and sent with the records. Departments can obtain a supply of these forms from 
each centre. 


The client must contact the centre prior to transfer of this type of record.

Records centres have the facilities to store history and security back-up copies of EDP media, such as 
magnetic tapes, disk packs, floppy disks, tape cartridges and cassettes, and their relevant documen- 
tation. To protect them, environmentally controlled storage vaults are maintained at 20°C + 2° and 
50% + 5% relative humidity. 


Prior to acceptance into a centre, all media must be scheduled. 


New clients must supply the name, address and telephone number of the principal contact person (the 
custodian) and two others who may make requests from the Library. Pick-up and delivery addresses 
must also be supplied. 


Media must be in suitable containers and properly labelled to indicate the name and address of the 
department, the tape number, the security classification and the PAC authority number. 


Clients must also supply an itemized listing including the tape number; security classification; the 
department, branch, division, etc.; the type (i.e. seal, canister, tape cartridge, disk pack, etc.) as per 
the numerical code on the ARC 510 form (see figure H); and the return date. For your convenience, an 
ARC 510 form is available from all Records centres, and should be used to provide this information. 


All services are free. They include: 

1. free storage, 

2. pick-up and delivery within the metropolitan area of the centre, 

3. co-ordinated inventories with the client according to EDP security standards, 
4. disposal according to PAC authorities and the security level, and 

5. a reference service as per the scheduled return date or on an ad hoc basis. 


Normal service hours are between 8:30 a.m. and 4:45 p.m. Monday to Friday with the same or next day 
delivery. A twenty-four hour, seven-days-a-week service with three-hour turnaround time is also 
provided in the case of extreme emergencies. Clients must make their own arrangements for pick-up 
for this emergency service and may also pick up normal requests during regular work hours if the same 
or next day delivery is not satisfactory. 


All media are itemized on leaving the centre and clients are requested to compare the contents to the 
report form and then to sign for verification and receipt purposes. A copy is given to the client.

Storage Facilities 


Special environmentally controlled storage vaults have been constructed within Federal Records 
Centres to house microform records. The temperature is maintained at 18°C + 20°, and the humidity at 
35% +5%. The temperature and humidity are monitored by a hydrothermograpnh. Fire prevention and 
control systems approved by the Fire Commissioner of Canada are in place in each storage facility. 


Accessioning 


All records, regardless of type or physical form, are subject to the storage criteria as outlined in Chapter 
Il. Also long-term storage of microform records must comply with strict standards whereby splicing 
tape, cores, sealing tape, containers and labels are considered chemically stable. The accession is 
subject to investigation prior to acceptance, and arrangement for its secure transfer is conducted by 
the Federal Records Centre. Once properly housed in the storage vault, the centre provides particulars 
concerning the accession, as well as the subject content and records location. 


Containers 


Containers, cords and reels should be of non-corrosive materials such as anodized aluminum, 
stainless steel or peroxide-free plastic. In order to eliminate any gaseous impurities that could cause 
blemishes on the film, it is recommended that all containers be sealed with pressure-sensitive adhesive 
tape, which has a low permeability to such impurities. Labels should be of a chemically stable 
composition, and paper containers, elastic bands, paper clips and other such contaminants must be 
avoided. 


Disposal 


All microforms are disposed of in accordance with Records Retention and Disposal Authorities and 
Legislation. Three months prior to their disposition, client departments are notified in writing that their 
accession or parts thereof are eligible for disposal. In turn, the client responds by signing the 
appropriate documentation. Under no circumstances are records disposed of without proper autho- 
rization of the owner department. 


Essential Records Storage 


The Public Archives, acting as the agent of Emergency Planning Canada, has the responsibility for the 
storage and safeguarding of the essential records of federal government departments and agencies. 
These records are in various physical forms — computer tapes, microfilm, sound recordings, maps, 
charts, plans, punch cards, files, etc. — and are considered essential or vital to the continuity of the 
government in the event of a nuclear or natural disaster. 


For guidance in the selection and preservation of essential records, consult Emergency Planning 
Canada document EPC 12/84, Guide to the Preservation of Essential Records. The Federal Records 
Centres Division operates two essential records sites, one for Category | and the other for Categories || 
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and III as defined in the Emergency Planning Canada document Guide to the Preservation of Essential 
Records 


Specialized Storage Facilities 


Each centre is equipped with an environmentally controlled storage vault where temperature and 
humidity are maintained at constant levels according to accepted standards. There are also dust 
controls and a fire protection system 


Training 


Except for the Montreal Federal Records Centre, all centres have classroom facilities equipped with 
modern training aids. These facilities are used by Public Archives personnel for conducting short 
courses in records management systems, procedures and techniques. Facilities outside the records 
centre are used for conducting these courses in the Montreal area. Records centre training facilities are 
available to clients on request 


Training (ARC/1459/A7) 
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Advisory Services 


All records centres offer advice and guidance to government institutions in records management, in the 
preparation of accessions, in records description and arrangement, in surveying records groups to 
identify potential historical material, in the preparation of records retention and disposal authorities, 
and in advising on appropriate types of equipment, office layouts, etc. 


In addition, each centre provides an initial response to more complex problems in areas such as mail- 
room operations, file classification systems and accommodation, and also prepares preliminary 
reports on the program for the Records Management and Micrographic Systems Division of the 
Records Management Branch.
